World’s Biggest Plane May Fly Again 
After Two Years of Secret Rebuilding

“FLYING SCIENTIFIC LABORATORY IS LARGEST IN THE WORLD 


By BOB J. BURANDT 
(CPC Correspondent) 

TERMINAL ISLAND, Cal.—There 
are deep, dark, mysterious “things” 
happening in a huge, guarded hangar 
on this man-made industrial island 
lying in the twin harbors of Los An- 
geles and Long Beach. 

It’s not a new atom-powered rocket 
to fly to the moon—it’s something 
much bigger. 

Within the confines of this secret 
hangar is the largest airplane in the 
world—the 200-ton wooden “flying 
dreamboat” with a wingspread longer 
than a football field—the pet project 
of Howard Hughes, millionaire indus- 
trialist and movie mogul. 

For two years this giant eight- 
motored monster plane has been 
shrouded in secrecy. What new in- 
stallations are being made in the 
ship, or what type of reconstruction 
is in progress, is anybody’s guess. 

But whatever it is, there’s an awful 
lot of “something” going on. Con- 
tinuous work on the flying boat, 
being performed by Hughes Aircraft 
crews, is costing upwards of $300- 
000 a month. This aura of mystery 
may soon be lifted, however. 

Additional flight tests might be an- 
nounced in the very near future, This 
would be in accordance with the 
terms of Hughes’ lease-contract with 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, which “owns” the plane. It 
specifies that flight testing be resum- 
ed before Sept. 1. 

Construction of the plane was be- 
gun during World War II for the 
Defense Plant Corporation, which 
later became a subsidiary agency of 
the R.F.C, It was originally intend- 
ed as a cargo plane, to carry 350 
stretcher patients, with nurses and 
doctors, or a 60-ton tank, 

The craft was built in sections at 
the company plant in Culver City. 
In 1946, through herculean -efforts 
and use of special ‘“house-moving 
equipment”, the giant hull was trans- 
ported 23 miles over dry land—the 
longest trip it has made to date—to 
Terminal Island. This record mov- 
ing job cost a cool $100,000, 

After being assembled here, the 
plane was finally launched in Long 
Beach harbor in November, 1947. 
Some critics said it never would fly. 

With Hughes himself at the con- 
trols, the ship responded to the lift 
of its 320-foot wingspan and 24,000 
horsepower pull of its engines, It 
took off on the third taxi-ing run 
and flew about a mile at an altitude 
of 70 feet, 

Nearness of numerous small boats 
in the harbor at the time prevented 
Hughes from making the initial flight 
f@ longer one, and there was some 
danger from strong, choppy waves.

had @ mammoth hull 219 feet long. 
And the tail was 85 feet high—as 
tall as an eight-storey building. 

The ship’s control system is elec- 
trically operated, because no human 
strength alone would be sufficient to 
move the giant rudder and stabiliz- 
ers, 

There seems to be no plan afoot to 
build any more planes of the same 
type (the cost alone would be pro- 
hibitive, since the R.F.C, has already 
spent $15 million, and Hughes has 
invested about $17 million of his 
money in the work—or a total so 
far of $32 million).

Historic Bridge In Northern 


Manitoba Is To Be Dismantled 


Has Been Abandoned And Unused For 34 Years

OTTAWA.—An historic bridge of steel in northern Manitoba, 
which has stood abandoned and unused for 34 years, rusting at 
Port Nelson on the shores of Hudson Bay, may soon be dismantled. 
The railway bridge without a railway has finally been sold by 


the federal government for a fraction of its original cost. 


purchser is Hercules Sales Ltd. 
it this summer for scrap metal. 
The bridge, 
long, connects the mainland with an 
artificial island. It has been describ- 
ed as a “monument to a mistake”, 
It cost, in the days of low-cost labor 
and cheap materials, about $400,000 
to build, The government has sold 
it for a few thousand dollars. How 
few, government officials refuse to 
say, 

Today it is estimated it would cost 
around $1,000,000 to build such a 
bridge. 

The steel structure has an inter- 
esting history. When the Hudson 
Bay railway was first under construc- 
tion it was decided in 1912 to save 
50 miles of line by switching the 
terminus from Churchill to Port Nel- 
son, further south of the bay. Con- 
struction difficulties were encounter- 
ed at the new terminus because of 
shallow water which necessitated an 
artificial island being built out from 
the shore. 

War-induced difficulties brought 
the project to a halt. In 1927 the 
government asked Sir Frederick 
Palmer, British transportation engi- 
neer, for an opinion on Port Nelson. 
He found its selection had been a 
mistake and recommended the ter- 
minus plans revert to Churchill with 
its storm-immune harbor and deep 
water. All work was abandoned at 
Nelson. Rails were ripped up and 
the half-built harbor facilities and 
bridge left to rust, incompleted.

The government has made several 
attempts to dispose of the bridge, 
But would-be buyers after studying 
its location decided it would cost 
them more to dismantle and get the 
scrap steel out from the isolated site 
than they could hope to realize even 
at today’s high prices for scrap steel, 
One contractor undertook the task, 
only to lose so heavily in the initial 
stages of the venture that he turned 
it back to the government with the 
wry comment, “keep it”, 

The new owner is Albert Goldstein 
of Hercules Sales Ltd., Toronto, 

Mr, Goldstein bought the bridge 
sight unseen, But he has examined 
photographs of the structure. He 
plans a flying trip to Port Nelson 
during the summer to inspect the 
property. 

The bridge is described by Crown 
Assets Disposal officials as compris- 
ing 17 steel spans, each approxi- 
mately 140 feet in length. Each span 
is 28 feet in height by 18 feet wide, 
centre to centre, with necessary 
stringers, trusses and laterals, rivet- 
ed throughout. The total weight av- 
proximates 2,680 tons.

Forest Fires 


, Local citizens are responsible for over two-thirds of the forest 
fires that occur within their areas, while Indians, who spend 


and regularly use campfires for 
to blame for starting them. 


In general, the survey found, leg- 
islative controls such as fire permits, 
travel restrictions and similar means 
were considered as being more effec- 
tive for fire prevention than any of 
the individual educational methods, 
However, it was pointed out that the 
latter, taken collectively, rated high- 
er in a number of cases than did leg- 
islative controls, 

Listed high among the educational 
methods of preventing forest fires 
were talks at meetings to adult and 
school groups, which usually include 
the showing of conservation movies; 
press and radio outlets; talks to in- 
dividuals, poster and road signs, The 
relative importance of individual edu- 
cational means depended on. the 
groups to be reached and where they 
were situated. 


Heading the list of the main gen- 
eral causes of forest fires were smok- 
ing, campfires and slash or land- 
clearing operations in that order, 
Smoking was blamed forty-eight per 
cent, of the time, campfires thirty- 
two per cent. and slash or land-clear- 
ing twenty per cent. 


Main general causes of fires listed 
were fishermen, settlers, road traffic, 
berry pickers, forest workers, hunt- 
ers, water traffic, road workers (in- 
cluding men engaged in clearing 
rights-of-way for power lines), trap- 
pers, prospectors, miners and cot- 
tagers. The first four of these groups 
were blamed for three-guarters of all 
forest fires. 


Although incendiary fires were not 
common, replies to the survey indi- 
cated that half were started by per- 
sons wishing to obtain work, while 
the remaining fifty per cent. were

Twice as many fires were attribut-
